Mincemeat onglit to be extremely 


wholesome for the same reasons that 


lte it good to eat—its flavors of sweet 


utul sutir, of inent, apple and spice, which 
relieve each other, and its finely divided 
ijartU'liM, which allow the choicer bleud- 
niff of flavors and save the stomach. 
What gives mince pie its ill repute as 
the very spawn of nightmare are its 
.Avrdressing with suet and butter and 
its dragging with spices. Spice is the 
very food of the nerves, rightly used, 
growing more essential as circulation 
and sense dull with age. But it should 
be delicately, discerningly used not to 
lose its potency. 


Economical cooks make mincemeat of 


oeef's heart, with the thick fat pared 
away before cooking and the juicy flank 
strips cooked with it and both boiled 
down in the broth, an inexpensive foun- 
dation which, minced, is aa rich as 
tongue or the high priced pieces—ten- 
derloin, fillet or round. The fat is taken 
olf, the rich liquor of the meat boiled 
down to grnvy and added to the mince. 
One quart bowl of chopped meat to three 
of apple is liie rule, und with this neither 
suet, butter, brandy nor wine is used, 


Baldwin apples are used, with one 


quince to ttto four bowls of mince, one 
lemon and pool, two Havana oranges, 
chopped, the peel boiled tender and very 
finely cut, half a cup of cider jelly, two' 
cups of raisins, one of currants, a tahle- 
spoonful of cinnamon, two nutmegs and 
a teaspoonful of cloves, one coffee cnp 
of sugar. The jnice of tho meat gives 
richness instead of suet, 
[n plnca of the 


wine and brandy, what? One-half cup 
of the best Porto Rico molasses, not 
syrup, one large cup of strong tea and 
one-third teaspoonfnl of cayenne pepper, 
That gives a zest thut is a fair imitation 
of brandy and aids digestion. When the 
pies are made one teaspoonful of butter, 
in small bits, is spread over the mince 
before putting on the upper crust. This 
mince has not an indigestible ingredient 
in it, while the flavoring is very rich. 
• Pine flour mingled with oil has been a 
regale ever since patriarchal 
times, 


when Sarah set cakes before the angel 
at the door of Abraham's tent. We were 
meant to like it and to eat it. If, instead 
of the pale brown flour mingled witb 
olive oil and baked on the hearth, which 
Sarah used, we prefer a paste of starchy 
flour and animal fat which no juices of 
the stomach can dissolve any more than 
they could pieces of glue, it is our own 
mistake. The human family has gone 
back to the primitive pastry of Mainre, 
uot from any superstitions about tho in 
jnrionsness of pastry in itself, but be- 
cause it likes pio and likes the best kind 
of it. 


For pastry, use the ordinary salad oil. 


With whole wheat flour or any fine 
grades of Graham, it gives the sweetest, 
flakiest pastry ever eaten 
Try it, with 


brown flour or white, using one part oil 
to three parts flour, with ice water, salt, 
and a pinch of baking powder. Brush 
the top with milk on putting it in the 
oven, which should be hot enough to 
bake it thoroughly in a little over ten 
minutes. There is not a trace of oil in 
the pastry, which is more delicate than 
if made with sweet butter.

food that no careful family should ba 
without in winter, combining as it does 
the heat making smd strengthening ele- 
ruenta of fat, flour and raisins. 
The 


basis of a plum padding is the finest oat- 
meal, almost like flour, with a little oil, 
bilking ppwder and fruits, flavoring with 
the aromatic Havana orange pee).

than chestnuts a£ £™n? for turkey. Use 
cold boiled oatmeal ana bread erunibs, 
with chopped oysters, sweet marjoram, 
sausage, or any ustjal flavoring, espe- 
cially celery, which gives a fine flavor 
to the bird, or put a pinch of ground 
caraway and dash of nutmeg with the 
sage and marjoram if you want a new 
and foreign flavor of which the ingredi- 
ents cannot be recognized.

Women In the Census Department. 
In the history of the collection and 


sompilation of facts in almost all de- 
partments of the present census there ia 
not an inquiry or tabulation but there is 
B woman in it. A recital of her work 
would record an epoch in the history of 
woman's employment. 


When fully equipped the census office 


numbered in its local force about 8,200 
clerks; over half of these were women, 
some divisions being composed almost 
entirely of them. 


Regarding the work of counting on 


the electrical machines, punching and 
tabulating the punched cards, the super- 
intendent of census said: 


"If i were to undertake this work 


again, having had the experience 1 have 
bad, 
1 should have no one but women on 


any of these three machines. 
1 have 


found steadily from the beginning that 
women did more work and that more ac- 
curately than men. 1 suppose their su- 
perior delicacy of touch and alertness of 
vision are largely the cause of it, but 1 
have also found women inoro conscien- 
tious. If an enumerator writes poorly 
a man is more apt to guess at his an- 
swers and punch accordingly. A woman, 
1 have found, will in the greater num- 
ber of cases take pains to decipher poor 
writing and record the fact correctly." 


The head of the pauperism and crime 


division when organizing his force made 
a request for only women clerks. 
The 


request was of course granted. It is of 
interest to know that the entire census 
report on the momentous subject of the 
growth of these two evils is compiled 
and tabulated by women under the di- 
rection of the only two men in that 
division. 


A few women are heads of sections, 


and one woman has been until very re- 
cently an assistant chief of a division. 
Three women have performed valued 
services as special agents collecting in- 
formation concerning the Indians and 
fisheries, aside from those in, the farms, 
homes and mortgages divisions,—Mar- 
garet N. Wishard in Chautauquan.

The Act of 
1878 ssys there shall be coined silver dollftis 
"as provided in the Act of 1837," whioh 
provision is as stated. Mr. Stark argues 
that the phrase "as provided ia the Act of 
1837" carries all the import and force be 
claims for it.

WEATHER 
FORECASTS. 


Tbe Noxt Storm—Effect of Trees on tlie 


Weather. 


Coppyrighted 1892 by ~W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., January 29.—My last 


letter gave foreoatU of the storm wave due 
to cross the comment from February 1 to 
5. and the next will be das to roach tbe 
Pacific Coast about the 5th, cross the west- 
ern mountains by the close of the Gib, the 
great central valleys from 7th to 9th and 
the Sustain States about the 10th. 


This s'orm will be of about even force 


during its five days journey across the con- 
tinent. Tbe coldest part of the oold wave 
will follow about two days behind the 
storm center, and it will probably be cold- 
est in the western mountains about the 
8th, in the great central valleys about the 
10th and in the Eastern States about the 
12th. 


No sadden warm wave may be expected 


that will long continue in February, bat 
after the 15th tho 
weather will grow 


gradually warmer till about the j6th of 
March, when it will be unusually warmer. 
After that the temperature will not greatly 
increase until after the 10th of Apr!1. 


No general thaw will occur north of 38 


daring February. 


TEEE8 AND THET WBATHEB. 


Tbe time for tree planting is not far 


away, And this is an appropriate time for 
discussing tbe effects of trees on climate. 
This question is of greatest interest to ag- 
riculture—using that term in its broadest 
seme, to include everything thut grows 
from the soil and is cultivated by man— 
and in their gatherings this should be one 
of tbe foremost questions for discussion 
among the cultivators of the soil. 


But other industries are greatly inter- 


ested in the improvement of our climate, 
and especially are they interested in pre- 
venting our climate from retrograding and 
falling into that blight which is seen in the 
great Sahara uud tha Gobi, specimens of 
the heritage that aw&ils the great Missis- 
sippi Valley if we continue to follow the 
course we are now purduiug. 


If we can imagine what this country 


would be without agriculture, 
we can 


thereby esliuuuta tbe relative value of agri- 
culture as compared with the other indus- 
tries. Take away any one of the other in- 
dustries and this country would continue 
to pro^par, but rob it of agriculture and 
what would remain ? If we should lose 
every other industry, leaving only agricul- 
ture, we would still retain millions of 
prosperous inhabitants, for it is possible 
for farmers to live entirely independent of 
every other industry. 


In time agriculture will be destroyed i'j 


the United States as it was destroyed in 
Spain 500 or 600 years ago, and by the 
same meana which are cow diligently at 
work in this country, and which already 
begins to tell with foarful effects in the fre- 
quent recurrence of drouths whera for- 
merly they were almost unknown. Such a 
catastrophe would destroy every industry. 


Feeling the great importance of this 


question and discerning the inevitable de- 
struction of agriculture that is approach- 
ing with sure and steady step, I mast, on 
the approach of tree planting time, con- 
tinue to discuss the iinpoitanoe of natu'.e'a 
groves, so long as I am engaged in <?,!»- 
cussing the weather. 


The tendencies of oaltivating the soil 


are in the direction 
of destroying tbe 


climate by decreasing the rainfall, and no 


hot wind* and this condition of affairs 
must continue in the future unless reme- 
died by rational means. 


The rain belts do progress westward on 


tbe western plains, periodically, and have 
done so since before white man eet foot 
upon tbe hardy buffalo grass, but these 
rain belts, with equal periodicity, have 
receded eastward, leaving vegetation to 
perish in tbe excessive heat. These ebbs 
and flows in the depth of the atmosphere 
that overlies tbe plains are caused by ex- 
ternal influences and tuay will return as 
long as the moon revolves around tbe earth 
and the planets around the sun. 


But there has been an improvement in 


the climates of Kansas and Nebraska in 
their eastern portions. Why that improve- 
ment t Not because of cultivation, for 
that will decrease the rainfall in any coun- 
try, but because the prairie fires have been 
kept out and trees have boon permitted to 
grow. Millions of trees have been culti- 
vated in the eastern parts of Kansas and 
Nebraska and now there are millions of 
trees there, large and email, where there 
were only hundreds thirty years ago, and 
these trees have improved the climates of 
the oountric-a mentioned as they have done 
in all countries and In all the ages past 
The same nitons will improve the upland 
plains that lie in the panhandle of Texas, 
in Eastern Colorado and Wyoming, in the 
Dakotas, in the Indian Teiritory and in 
Western Kansas and Nebraska .

terested in disposing of land on the west- 
ern plains, and heuoe tbe theory promul- 
gated from tbe State University tbut, be- 
cause of the cultivation of the soil in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, tbe rain belt was mov- 
ing westward at tbe average rate of ten 
miles a year. Tbis was a most pernicious 
fallacy, for it induced thousands of men 
with tbeir families to infest tbe whole of 
their small means in lands on the western 
plain?.

of tbe Union army, who, having failed in 
business, took claims on those barren up- 
lands of tbe western plains, believing the 
statements of that great institution of 
learning, that cultivation of the soil on 
those bleak prairiec, or raiher deserts, 
would insure sufficient rainfall to mature 
good crops, 
I know thousands of good 


people, of quite limited means, who w«re 
misled and ruined by that false theory that 
cultivation will increase rainfall, and tbe 
Kansas State University deserves to be 
reprimanded by public sentiment for per- 
mitting one of its leading professors to 
propagate such a theory. 


Since this theory was first given out, the 


uplands of tbe western plains have been 
twice depopulated by great drouths and

A Family Tree. 


A pretty custom which was at one

great pride, and gives samples of its 
fruit to tha children of tho neighbor- 
hood with a freo hand. —Youth's Com- 
panion.
